Ski Resort, located in McHenry and 
adjacent to Deep Creek Lake, is Mary- 
land’s only ski resort. Rising to an 
elevation of 3,080 feet with a 610 foot 
vertical drop, Wisp offers a wide variety 
of terrain to suit both young and old 
from beginner to expert. There are 23 
trails totaling 14 miles on 80 acres of 
skiable terrain and halfpipe for snow- 
boards. Wisp, with its computerized and 
pumping stations, is world renowned 
for its extensive snowmaking system, 
and can cover 90% of all trails with 
machine-made snow. The lift system in- 
cludes two triple and three double chair 
lifts plus two surface tows with uphill 
capacity of 9,120 skiers per hour. Lights 
cover 90% of the trails for night skiing.

CANOEING—With numerous 
bodies of water, Garrett County offers 
excellent opportunities for the flat 
water canoeist at Broadford, Herrington 
Manor, New Germany and Deep Creek 
Lakes and the Savage and Youghiogheny 
River Reservoirs as well as on our 
beautiful rivers. For equipment rentals, 
see the display advertisements in this 
guidebook. 


CROSS-COUNTRY SKIING—Also 
known as Nordic skiing or ski touring, 
cross-country skiing combines skiing 
with the pleasures of hiking. With over 
70,000 acres of public land, Garrett 
County is a haven for the growing num- 
ber of cross-country ski enthusiasts. 
New Germany State Park offers cleared 
and marked trails beginning in the main 
park area. A snow-free parking area is 
provided. Herrington Manor has six 
miles of maintained trails around 
Herrington Lake and an additional six 
miles of primitive trails. There are also 
marked hiking trails at Deep Creek and 
Swallow Falls State Parks, which are 
suitable for cross-country skiing. Just 
bring your skis and lunch and enjoy 
the spectacular scenic winter beauty of 
Garrett County. For information on 
skiing conditions, contact the parks 
(see listing on page 132). See the 
display advertisements in this guide 
for businesses which offer ski rentals.

FISHING—Fishing in Garrett County 
waters is one of the area’s most exciting 
and rewarding sports. Maryland's 
largest freshwater lake, Deep Creek 
Lake, is the center of fishing activity in 
the region. 


Excellent fishing for brown, rainbow 
and brook trout is available in Garrett 
County streams. Special regulation 
areas on The Savage and Casselman 
Rivers, numerous stocked streams and 
a multitude of native brook trout streams 
provide anglers with a variety of 
quality trout fishing possibilities. For 
a list of stocked streams and applicable 
regulations, consult the Maryland 
Sportfishing Guide which is available 
from sellers of fishing licenses. 


A County Fishing Contest is held 
annually May | through September 30. 
Awards are given for the season's 
largest catches, and weekly winners 
are also given prizes. Fish must be 
registered at Johnny's Bait House on 
Route 219 at Deep Creek Lake.

Increasingly, ice fishing has 
become a favorite winter pastime on 
Deep Creek Lake and Savage River 
Reservoir. The best months are 
January and February. Yellow perch 


and walleye provide most of the action, 


although other species such as 
northern pike, trout, pickerel, crappie 
and bass are frequently caught. A list 
of regulations for ice fishing can also 
be found in the Sportfishing Guide. 
Please observe the following rules: 


1. No vehicle except emergency 
vehicles shall be permitted on 
the ice of Deep Creek Lake at 
any time. 


2. No swimming or diving shall be 
permitted in any area of Deep 
Creek Lake where waters are 
covered by ice. 


3. Fishermen should exercise 
caution at times when ice condi- 
tions are unsafe due to weather 
conditions or lake level fluctuations. 


FLY-FISHING—Gearrett County, like 
the rest of the nation, is experiencing 
a tremendous resurgence of interest in 
the sport of fly-fishing and emerging 
as one of the finest fresh water fish- 
eries in the east, offering anglers more

than 320 miles of streams and rivers 

and nearly 5,000 acres of placid lake 

water in which to try your luck or test 
your skill. 


The region has become so popular 
it has been the subject of at least four 
national fly-fishing TV shows, numerous 
public TV segments, and drawn acco- 
lades from experienced fly-fishermen 
from across the country. 


What seems to be fueling the fires 
of this new found interest is the 
re-emergence of the “three sisters” as 
they are known to anglers—the 
Youghiogheny, Casselman and North 
Branch of the Potomac—all rivers once 
dead, but now very much alive and 
teeming with brown, rainbow, brook 
and cutthroat trout. These three plus 
Bear Creek and the Savage River offer 
a veritable smorgasbord of fly-fishing 
opportunities, plus miles of small 
streams full of brook trout. 


The comeback of the “three sisters’ 
has happened through the joint efforts 
of the citizens of small towns in Garrett 
County who have invested in sewage 
treatment facilities, coal companies 
who have reclaimed abandoned strip 
and deep mines, and innovative

Maryland Department of Natural 
Resources followed by an aggressive 
restoration program. 


The Maryland Bureau of Mines has 
reclaimed more than 5,000 acres of 
abandoned mines in the region and 
installed acid neutralizing lime dosers 
along the North Branch of the Potomac 
River. Within a year, fish were being 


stocked in a river that had been devoid. 


of life for nearly a century. The overall 
program has been so successful that 
other states are now looking at Mary- 
land as the model to re-establish their 
own lagging fisheries. 


To accomplish this goal, fishery 
managers adopted a series of regulations 
designed to meet the often conflicting 
demands of the fishing public by 
adapting the demand to the specific 
characteristic of the resource. The 
Casselman River is a perfect example.

months of the year. Water temperature _ 
stayed under 55 or 60 degrees until 
about mid June. As water temperatures

The solution was to designate a 
6-mile stretch of the river a catch and 
release-delayed harvest area. From 
January | through mid June, fishermen 
may use artificial lures or flies only and 
must return fish to the river, But from 
June 15 through December 31, fisher- 
men may use any bait they wish and 


_are allowed to keep two fish per day. 


Since fish were being caught 8 to 
12 times during the catch and release 
season, It was economical to stock 
more and larger fish into the river. The 
Casselman now receives about 3,000 
brown and rainbow trout annually and 
hundreds of them are in the 4-5 pound 
class. It is not uncommon for anglers 
to catch 40 or more fish per day during 
the catch and release season and there

The North Branch of the Potomac 
River below the Jennings Randolph 
Dam is emerging as one of the premier 
tail race fisheries in the eastern United 
States. The river has made a tremendous 
recovery since the 50’s and 60's when 
is was virtually devoid of life due 
primarily to abandoned surface and 
deep mines which existed from the 
river's headwaters in West Virginia to 
the town of Westernport, MD, 40 miles 
down river. 


The best access to the North Branch 
is through the small town of Elk 
Garden, WV, located south of Kitzmiller, 
MD, and the town of Barnum. It is 
recommended that you consult a map 
before setting out. Since Maryland and 
West Virginia have a reciprocal agree- 
ment on the North Branch, a valid 
license from either state is recognized 
on both sides of the river.

FORD, FIRESTONE, EDISON 
AND BURROUGHS 


Jim Treacy looked out of the window of his Ford 
automobile agency in Oakland and watched four men 
get out of a Packard touring car. They headed toward 
his front door, with a tall man in the lead. Three of 
them were clean shaven; the fourth had a long white 
beard. “How do you do, Mr. Treacy,” said the tall man, 
extending his hand as he walked through the door. 
“My name is Henry Ford.” 


Jim reluctantly shook hands with the stranger, then 
looked at the man with the white beard. “And...I 
suppose your name is Santa Claus,” he replied, 
expecting to be made the butt of a joke by the four 
men. “Mr. Treacy,” said another member of the group, 
“This really is Henry Ford. I'm Harvey Firestone, this 
is Tom Edison, and the man you just called Santa 
Claus is John Burroughs, the famous naturalist. We're 
camping in Swallow Falls State Forest.” This was the 
low-keyed entrance of the four famous men into 
Garrett County in 1918. 


Prior to their arrival, workmen from the Kendall 
Lumber Company had set up the camp overlooking 
the falls of Muddy Creek. They built tent platforms, 
several large tables, and an ice box insulated with 
sawdust. Although the four men enjoyed the outdoors, 
they were “gentlemen campers,” bringing with them 
a staff that included a cook and camp “rouse-about” 
(Location of the old campsite in Swallow Falls State 
Park is now marked by a large historical sign). 


One of their Swallow Falls acquaintances was the 
late A. Lincoln “Link” Sines. He reported the following 


about the informal manner of the campers. “Tom 
Edison said to me the first day, ‘Link, there aren’t any 
“Misters” in this camp. I'm Tom, this is Henry, that is 
Harvey, and the man with the beard is John.” “Link” 
also learned the various interests of the four men, 
“Ford loved anything mechanical. He was constantly 
looking for items to add to his collection in Detroit. 
Firestone liked to fish. Edison was either reading a 
book or tinkering with his Packard. Burroughs knew 
more about trees and plants than anyone | ever met.” 


All of their time was not spent at the Swallow 
Falls camp; the group usually planned for some kind 
of trip each day. One of their first trips was to Crellin 
and the Kendall Lumber Company sawmill. However, 
Ford and Firestone had another project in mind; within 
half an hour after their arrival in Crellin, the two men 
were riding one of the lumber company’s Shay engines. 
Ford was fascinated by the Shay and what it could 
do. However, he said that the locomotive looked “out 
of proportion” because of the boiler being offset to 
one side to accommodate the vertical pistons. 


The last trip the men took while in Garrett County 
in 1918 was to Cranesville Swamp where Burroughs 
wanted to examine the plants. Apparently Garrett 
County and its natural scenic beauty captivated the 
hearts of the four travelers. 


Did the four men enjoy Garrett County in 1918? 
They must have, because Ford, Firestone, Edison 
and Burroughs came back to Swallow Falls on 
another camping trip in 1921.

BACKBONE MOUNTAIN—At 
an elevation of 3,360 feet, this is 
the highest point in the State of 
Maryland. Backbone Mountain is 
actually a long mountain range 
beginning in the Savage River area 
and running south into West Virginia. 
The highest point in Maryland is 
located in the southern portion of 
Garrett County, about 13 miles 
from Oakland. Access to the highest 
point, known as “Hoye Crest”, is by a 
foot trail through the Monongahela 
National Forest in West Virginia. 
The trail is about one mile long 
and begins at a sign marked 
“Backbone Mt., Highest Pt. in Md.” 
on the east side of US Rt. 219, five 
miles south of Red House, MD. 
The actual high point is marked 
with a large cast iron sign. 


Backbone Mountain is also the 
“Eastern Continental Divide’. The 
east side of Backbone drains into 
the Atlantic Ocean via the Potomac 
River. The west slope of the moun- 


tain flows into the Gulf of Mexico 
via the Youghiogheny River (which 
ultimately runs into the Mississippi 
River and reaches the Gulf at New

on the highway, the cove appears to 
be a huge amphitheater, surrounded 
on all sides by mountain ranges. 
Farms are laid out in soil-conserving 
contour strips. During the spring, 
summer and fall, an artist’s painting 
could not be more picturesque. 

If traveling south from Interstate 68 
on Route 219, the Cove scenic over- 
look is located on the right just a 
few miles north of Accident. The 


view is highly recommended. 


CRAFTS—Garrett County offers 
an abundance of original crafts and 
handcrafted items with many places 
serving as outlets to countless area 
craftsmen.

THE CRANESVILLE SUB-ARCTIC 
SWAMP—One of nature's natural 
phenomena, the swamp covers over 
500 acres of land which sprawls 
across the boundaries of Maryland 
and West Virginia. Formed during 
the Ice Age, this remnant of boreal 
forest produces growth normally 
found only in arctic regions and 
offers geologists, biologists and 
nature buffs the opportunity to 
observe many rare species of flora 
and fauna. The swamp is a true bog 
and during the wet seasons, traveling 
to the interior is nearly impossible. 
Visitors may view the perimeter of 
the swamp from public roads. A 
boardwalk has been constructed for 
easy visitor access. To preserve the 
fragile ecology of the swamp, visitors 
are requested to remain on the board- 
walk or designated paths and removal 
of plants and animals is prohibited. 


To reach the swamp from Oakland, 
follow Liberty Street out of town 


past the Oakland Railroad Station; 
this becomes the Herrington Manor 
Road. Go approximately 6 miles 
and turn left on the Cranesville 
Road. go 4 miles and just past Bell 
Ringer Originals In Wood, turn left 
on the Lake Ford Road at a sign 
marked “Cranesville Swamp Nature 
Preserve;” after traveling on this 
road approximately 2/10 mile, bear 
right at the fork onto another dirt 
road; in another 2/10 mile, turn 
right onto the dirt driveway and 
follow the driveway past the Preserve 
entrance sign and turn right into 
the parking area. To reach the 
boardwalk, walk past the entrance 
sign and follow the marked trail 
under the electric power lines. 

The swamp is now owned by The 
Nature Conservancy, 2 Wisconsin 
Circle, Chevy Chase, MD 20815.

Located southwest of Bloomington, — 
Maryland, the damisthethird 
largest of its type east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. Construction was 
completed in 1981. The lakeis — 
located in Garrett County, Maryland, 
and Mineral County, West Virginia, 
and the dam is built across the 
North Branch of the Potomac River 
eight miles upstream from 
Bloomington. 


The lake is designed to provide 
water quality and flood control, 
water supply and recreation. The | 
full recreation lake has a surface 
area of 952 acres, a shoreline of — 
13.6 miles, and extends upstream 
from the dam for 5 1/2 miles.

MAPLE SUGAR—Sugaring is 
older than the history of our nation. 
Indians tapped the trees long before 
the white man arrived. The art of 
sugaring is still practiced in Garrett 
County, basically unchanged from 
Indian days. Although one may 
see tractors instead of horses, the 
production techniques are much 
the same. In spite of the fact that a 
maple must be 40 years old before 
it can be tapped, many groves still 
exist in Garrett County. One of the 
most beautiful is Brenneman’s 
Grove, located near Bittinger. Sugar- 
ing takes place in the late winter or 
early spring and authentic Garrett 
County maple products are avail- 
able from several stores in the area. 


MUDDY CREEK FALLS—Muddy 
Creek Falls is in the Swallow Falls 
State Park within the Garrett State 
Forest, At 52 feet, it is the largest 
waterfall in the State of Maryland, 
and an area of scenic perfection. 
Framed by tall steep slopes covered 
with giant hemlock, it is an area of 
noble primitiveness. 


The land beside the falls is the 
site of the 1918 camp of pioneer 
motor tourists, Henry Ford, Thomas 
Edison and Harvey Firestone. 
These three titans of American 
industry, who had the world to pick 
from, chose to come to this site when 
they wanted to enjoy themselves. 
The site of the camp has been 
marked. The trio returned in 1921. 


Situated in a cool, towering 
forest, the area has complete 
facilities for camping and picnick- 
ing. This 52-foot cataract is highly 
recommended to the nature lover 
and camera buff.

This park near Grantsville features 
a |3-acre lake with swimming 
beach, canoe, paddle and row boat 
rentals, hiking and cross-country 
ski trails, food concession, picnick- 
ing and cabin rentals. 


PENN ALPS—Penn Alps is an 
organization dedicated to serving 
residents of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, with Garrett County lying in 
the heart of the area served. It 
operates the largest handicraft 
marketing facility in this mountain 
region, in conjunction with a 
restaurant containing five dining 
rooms. The Alpine Room, which 
was added in 1969, is graced by a 
huge fireplace of stone dressed in 
1818, exposed beams and bay 
windows green with plant life. An 
upstairs dining-conference room 
was restored in 1988 to its original 
1818 log structure. It is also the 
home of the Penn Alps Summer 
CONCeIt Selles.

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THE TOWN OF ACCIDENT— 
FLOWERY VALE—Accident is located 
on busy Route 219 about 5 miles 
north of Deep Creek Lake in a scenic 
farming valley dating back to 1800. 
The oldest known structure—the 
Drane House—has been restored. 
Sites of the two earliest frame struc- 
tures used by Lutheran congregations 
for church services have been marked 
by stone markers in Zion Cemetery 
and St. Paul's New Cemetery. The 
75-year-old yellow brick schoolhouse 
is now a handsomely remodeled 
complex, comprising the Flowery 
Vale Senior Center and Valley View 
Apartments. 


A lovely park and picnic pavilion, 
plus Town View Village, another 
apartment complex for the elderly, 
occupy the site of the famous Speicher 
Horse Barn which housed imported 
Belgian and Percheron horses. The 
historic Kaese’s Mill still stands 
along the Bear Creek-Fish Hatchery 
Road, appearing much as it did when 
constructed in 1868. 


Accident has traditionally observed 
the Fourth of July with picnics going 
back before 1900. It is the main event 
that serves as Accident’s Homecoming 
Day, drawing large crowds of relatives 
and former residents. Grocery stores, 


brary post office, doctor and dentist, 
churches, garage and automobile 

dealership, service stations, schools, 
public water and sewerage systems, 


well-kept private homes, and excellent. 


roads provide the elements that make 
Accident a most desirable rural village. 


B&O RAILROAD STATION IN 


-OAKLAND—One of the oldest 


stations in the country, this Queen 
Anne-style station was built in 1884 
after the BGO had developed a resort 
clientele for Oakland and Garrett 


County. The ground the station stands - 


on was used by the B&O Railroad as 
early as 1851. 


The Oakland station is now in the 
National Registry. It is distinguished 
by its incised brick, picturesque 
massing and the mixing of building 
materials characteristic of this disap- 
pearing building style. It was built by 
the Baltimore firm of Baldwin and 


Pennington, which constructed a simi- 


lar station in Laurel, Maryland in 1884. 


It is located in Oakland, near the 
intersection of Second oe Liberty 
Streets.

During the hey-days of stage 
coach travel on the old National 
Road, there was never any doubt 
about how far Casselman Inn was 
from the major cities of Cumberland 
and Wheeling. Situated on the edge 
of the highway, and directly in front 
of the Inn, was a cast iron mileage 
marker with the miles noted at 25 
Cumberland on the west face and 
106 Wheeling on the east face. 


Like the sturdy red brick building 
which is now called Casselman Motor 
Inn, the cast iron mileage marker is 
still there today. Close examination 
reveals that the east and west faces 
of the marker have two moretowns 
listed in addition to Cumberland and 
Wheeling. Frostburg is on the west 
face and Petersburg on the east face. 
(Petersburg is the old name for the 
present-day Addison, PA.) 


During the Civil War, some of the 
inns on the National road served as 
hospitals for soldiers convalescing 
from battle wounds. Thus, from time 
to time, the Casselman Inn became a 
make-shift hospital, generally for 
men wounded in the battles around © 
Winchester, VA. 


With a little imagination, a modern 
traveler can imagine recovering 
soldiers helping each other to chairs 
and sitting in the sunshine on the 
spacious front lawn of the 
Casselman Inn. 


CASSELMAN RIVER BRIDGE— 
At the time of its construction, this 
was the largest single-span stone arch 
bridge in the United States (80 feet). 
Built in 1813 of beautiful native 
Western Maryland stone, it served 
traffic on the nation’s first Federal 
highway. 


Once a part of the National Pike | 
running between Cumberland, MD, 
and Wheeling, WV, it provided an 
improved method of transportation 
for drovers, freighters, wagoners, 
horsemen, stagecoach passengers 
and pedestrians when the western 
frontier was the Alleghenies. 


While watching its construction, 
people speculated that the bridge 
would collapse when the supporting 
timbers were removed. To avoid having | 
the general public as an audienc ae 
should the bridge collapse at the © 
celebration planned for the removal 
of the supports, the contractor 
loosened them the night before the 


ceremony. The next day, he stood 


under the bridge during the ceremony _ 


to prove its worthiness. The graceful 
stone arch has stood for the past 184 

years as one of Garrett County's most 

ae as well as historic sites. 


The bridge was closed to trafficin

Local Fer sonablitecs 
ALBERT EINSTEIN 


“Someone would ask me ‘Where's Dr. Einstein?’ 
and the first thing I'd do would be to take a 
quick look out the window toward the Lake. If | 
saw my sailboat on the water of Turkey Neck 
inlet, I'd simply reply, ‘He’s unavailable for a 
couple of hours.’” The late Harry Muma was talking 
about the world-famous mathematician’s visit 
to Deep Creek Lake. 


Following World War II the United States 
had entered the Atomic Age. The 70-year old 
Einstein was at the Center for Advanced Studies 
at Princeton University and by 1946 was slightly 
weary of all the questions about the past, 
present and future of atomic energy. Somehow, 
he had met Dr. Frank Wilson of Cumberland, 
who suggested a restful vacation for Einstein 
at his cottage at Deep Creek Lake. Because 
Frank Wilson couldn't spend all of his time 
during the week at the cottage, oversight of 
Albert Einstein's vacation was handed to his 
friend and lake neighbor, Harry Muma. At first, 
Harry didn’t know what to do with a celebrity 
such as Einstein. However, the great man had 
foreseen this difficulty and took charge of the 
matter himself. Before coming to the Lake, he 
had read all he could find about Garrett County 
in general and Deep Creek Lake in particular. 
When he arrived, he knew as much about the 
area as if he had been born here. 


“One thing Einstein said he wanted to do 
was sail on Deep Creek Lake,” said Muma. “He 
wanted to know where he could rent a sailboat 
like mine. Naturally, | offered it to him free of 
charge any time he wanted to go sailing. If | 
recall correctly, he went out sailing by himself 
that very afternoon. I have to be a little honest 
when | say it worried me. Here was one of the 
smartest men in the world, but I didn’t have a 
clue as to how much he knew about sailing. 
However, he didn’t capsize the boat or anything, 
so I guess he knew what he was doing.” 


It was Dr. Frank Wilson who found out 
another interest which the mathematician had. 
“Where can I find this fellow, Joseph Harned?” 
Einstein asked when his host appeared at the 
cottage on Saturday morning. He was holding 
a well-used copy of “Wild Flowers of the 
Alleghenies’” written by Oakland pharmacist

Joseph E. Harned. “He runs a drug store in 
Oakland,” replied Wilson, “we can go in to see 
him this afternoon.” Thus came the meeting 
which Joseph Harned remembered all the rest 
of his life. Dr. Wilson led Albert Einstein into 
the Oakland Pharmacy and introduced his 
guest to the proprietor. “Dr. Harned,” he said, 
“I'd like you to meet Dr. Einstein.” Following 
this introduction, Einstein proved that, despite 
his years of accolades, he was still a very 
unassuming man. In a quiet voice, Einstein 
said, “Dr. Harned, I’ve read and re-read your 
book. | wondered if you would be so kind as to 
autograph my copy of “Wild Flowers’?” And so 
today, somewhere in Princeton, New Jersey, 
among the Albert Einstein memorabilia, there 
is an autographed copy of “Wild Flowers of the 
Alleghenies” by Joseph E. Harned. | 


In the hallway of the Deep Creek Yacht Club 
building on Turkey Neck inlet, there exists a 
framed copy of another autograph—this one by 
Einstein, himself. It is a short note to a local 
Rabbi, which proved that Einstein had quite a 
sense of humor. The Rabbi had invited Einstein 
to a Sabbath visit at the Synagogue in Cumber- 
land. His reply is the framed note which says, 

“| haven't attended Synagogue in so many 
years, I'm afraid that God won't recognize me.” 
Signed, Albert Einstein. The Rabbi was good 
enough to save this bit of memorabilia and 
present it to the Yacht Club as a memento of 
Einstein's visit to Deep Creek Lake.

McHENRY—Named for Col. James 
McHenry of Baltimore, who was an 
aide to General George Washington 
during the American Revolution.

STANTON’S MILL—One of the 
oldest grist mills in Garrett County, 
built in 1795 by Jesse Tomlinson. 
The mill was rebuilt in 1856 by Perry 


Schultz and deeded to William Stanton ~ 


in 1862. Stanton’s son, Eli, operated 
the mill for 43 years. 


When Jesse Tomlinson built the 
grist mill in 1797, he took advantage 
of local geography. The Casselman 
River in this area makes a 1/2 mile “U’ 
shaped loop, with the top of the “U” 
only several hundred yards wide. In 
the 1/2 mile distance, the river bottom 
drops about 20 feet, leaving a high 
bank at the lower end of the “U”. 


Tomlinson’s original plan was to 
harness the water from near-by 
Indian Spring Run. However, he soon

realized that with a short extension 
of the mill race, he could tap into the 
water of the Casselman River at the 
upper end of the “U”. Then, by locating 
his grist mill on the high bank at the 
lower end of the loop, he could take 
advantage of the 20 foot elevation 
drop to power the waterwheel at the 
mill. : 


The result was that even with a 
low water level in the river during the 
summer months, there would still be 
adequate water for operating the mill. 


Today, a visitor to the Penn Alps 
complex can still see the mill race as 
it runs under the old National Road, 
U.S. 40 and Interstate 68. 


Stanton’s Mill operated as an 
independent business until three 
years ago when it was purchased by 
the Penn Alps group. At that time, it 
was the oldest, continuous operating 
business in Western Maryland. 
Present plans call for rejuvenation 
of the mill race, the water wheel and 
the turning of Stanton’s Mill into a 
museum.

required by the Act. The western 
line, which also marks the common 
boundary of Maryland and West 
Virginia, could not be drawn exactly 
until the boundary dispute between 


these two states was settled. When 


all its limits were fixed, Garrett 

County was found to have an area 
of 662 square miles, making it the 
second largest county in the state. 


During the Colonial 
era of America, Garrett County was 
on the western edge of the “frontier”, 


and summer home for local Indian 


tribes. For some 3,000 years the 
Indians had followed buffalo trails 
over the mountains and through the 
clades between them to traditional 
camp sites. There they hunted and 
fished through the summer months, 
returning to permanent “towns” 
in the warmer area of Ohio and 
Potomac River tributaries. 


Archaeologists have determined 
that the Indians followed this 
pattern of living from the Archaic 
Period onward. They have also 
found that at certain camp sites, 


the Indians engaged in agricultural 
pursuits by planting fields in the 
bottom lands beside the streams. 
Two such sites can still be identified. 
one along the Casselman River 
north of Grantsville, and another 
beside the Youghiogheny River at 
Sang Run. | 


Another camp site along the 
Youghiogheny River at Friendsville 
was in the path of the new Inter- 
state 68. During the early 1970's, | 
an archaeological survey was made 
over several acres of land that 
would lie under the new highway. 
Removal of the topsoil revealed 
that a very large camp had existed 
on this land beside the river. 


Photographs taken during the 
survey work, along with artifacts 
discovered there, can be seen in 
the Museum of the Garrett County 
Historical Society in Oakland.

The 1990 population 
is approximately 40 persons per 
square mile. It is among the more 
sparsely populated counties in the 
state of Maryland. 


The topography of Garrett County 
is largely mountains. All of the 
county lies within the Appalachian 
Plateau. The average elevation of 
the county is 2,300 feet above sea 
level.

During February 1997, the 
Ruth Enlow Library in Oakland 
had one of the most unusual 
exhibits in its history. This was 
the 3-panel display put together 
by local genealogist Bob 
Jachowski. Above the display 
was a sign asking the question 
“Are you a descendant of 
Meshach Browning?” 


Bob Jachowski had compiled 
an | 1-part list of 1,289 descen- 
dants (1,887 counting spouses) 
of the famous Garrett County 
pioneer and businessman whose 
autobiography was called Forty Four Years of the 
Life of a Hunter. Such a thorough genealogical 
research project and display of material was 
unique. What made its uniqueness more 
interesting was that Bob Jachowski did not 
become a resident of Garrett County until 1972, 
the year he retired from government service in 
the Army Corps of Engineers and the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission. 


Eventually, after living in a cottage in Sky 
Valley development at Deep Creek Lake for over 
12 years, he designed and built a new house on a 
lot in the Sky Valley East real estate development. 

“Although most people don’t associate the 
name with the area of Deep Creek Lake,” said 
Bob, “my house is on Little Snaggy Mountain. 
When I walk up to the top of my driveway and 
look to the west, I can see parts of big Snaggy 
Mountain which is on the Maryland-West 
Virginia boundary line 12 miles away." 


Bob and Martha first saw Deep Creek Lake 
in 1948 when they spent their honeymoon at a 
friend’s cottage on Penn Point. “Even though it 
was our first visit to the lake, I think that both 
of us decided that one day we might possibly 
have a cabin of our own here,” said Martha. 
“In the planning stages of the new house, people 
might have thought we were crazy,” said Bob. 
“We got a tall stepladder so we could see over 
the top of the small trees and moved it around 
over the lot trying to determine the best 
location for the building.” “This piece of ground 
looks a little bit different now than when we 
first bought it,” continued Bob, “the contractor 
had to excavate 3,500 yards of top soil and rock 
before he started the foundation.” 


Building a new house did not become an 
“all consuming” exercise for Martha Jachowski. 
She had been the Executive Director of the 
Mental Health Association in Montgomery

County, MD, before moving to 
Deep Creek Lake. Her interest in 
mental health continued here 
and she is now President of the 
Board of Directors of “Light- 
house,” the Oakland facility; 
however, most people know her 
through the Women’s Civic 
Club—she served as President 
of the club from 1990-1994 and 
has been President of the 
Western Maryland District since 
1996. Martha was not content to 
be a “figurehead” president of 
the local club, but got involved 
in various activities undertaken by the group. 
The “1993 Year of the Woman of Garrett County” 
program won third place in national recognition. 
Her guidance in “Remember Yesteryear’ at 
Garrett Community College in 1994 and 1995 
made that event an outstanding success. 
Recognition of her local leadership was not 
forgotten when she assumed Presidency of the 
Western Maryland District in 1996. That year, 
along with Dr. Schrock, she was elected to the 
Garrett County Women’s Hall of Fame. 


While Martha was busy with various 
women’s groups, Bob was trying his hand at 
genealogy. “In 1990, | bought a computer and a 
genealogical program for it. Then I went to work 
trying to organize three spiral notebooks of 
family material which my mother had started 
some years ago,” said Bob. “To use an old 
expression, ‘I got hooked’ on genealogy.” Proof 
of his interest in the subject is the vast amount 
of information he accumulated on the Meshach 
Browning family. 


Yet, retirement life for Bob and Martha has 
not been focused on Garrett County alone. The 
walls of the house’s sun porch, known to the 
family as “Mom's Room,” tells an unusual story; 
the walls are lined with masks from about 50 
countries which they have visited over the years. 
They represent world trips to the east and west; 
two as far away as Australia and New Zealand. 
When asked which trip was the most interesting 
or unusual, Bob replied “Riding on the canals 
in Bangkok was a very unusual part of one trip.” 
“All of them were interesting,” said Martha, 
looking at the collection of masks. Parked 
beside their garage is a Pace Arrow mobile 
home, just waiting to be on the highway and 
take them on more trips which suits their 
nature of being interesting and active people.
